But after many fruitlefs Applications and tedious 
Attendances, I begun to difcover my Error, and 
that I was not of fo great Eftimation in his Opinion, 
as I was in my own: I found that I could not by 
any Means make him fenfible, that I could be any 

ay ufeful or ferviceabie to him; and if ar any 
Time he thewed me any Mark of his Favour, I 
could ealily perceive it was done out of Compaflion 
to my Circumftances, and not in Regard tomy Me- 
rit; tho’ my Affairs were really disjointed enough, 
yet my Pride was than my Neceffities, and 
I was therefore refolved to bear with this Ufage no 
longer ; I writ a long expoftulatory Letter to bim, 
complaining of his neglect of Merit in general, and 
particularly of his cold referved Behaviour to me ; I 
told him in pretty ftrong Terms, that fince he did 
not know how to make ule of a Friend, he did not 
deferve one ; that Men of eminent Abilities where 
not fo eafy to be mét with, as to have their Offers of 
Services flighted ; and that tho’ he might think he 
fiood in no need of me to affift and fupport his A~n, 
he fhould find I was capable to embarrafs, if not to 
demolifh ir. 

Wrat Impreflion this Letter made upon him, I 
do not knew, for I never received any Aniwer to it, 
and I loaked upon it to be beneath me to write to 
him again ; I pear y ma proclaim’d open War with 
the A———n, and fince I could not be received as a 
Friend, was determin'd to try what a Figure I could 
make as‘an Enemy. I bought up all the old Pam- 
phiets and political Traéts that I could meet with, 
and made a large Extract of all the Calumnies and 
Slanders that had been raifed upon all the Minifters 
of State, in all Reigns, from the Conqueft down to 
this Time ; nay, 1did not ftop here ; 1 put down in 
my common Place Book, all the Flowers of that 
Kind that foreign Countries and former Ages afford- 
ed, and ranfack’d the Hiftories and Annals of all 
Nations and all Times, for the Characters of wicked 
Minifters, and fuch who A@tions had been moft the 
Deieftation of Pofterity, in order to apply them in 
my future Lucubrations, to the Perfon that in the 
Warmth of my Refentments, I imagin’d had dealt 
fo unfairly and ungeneroufly by me: When I was 
thus prepar’d, and had mufter’d up all my Forces 
together, I begun the Attack in Form; bur tho’ I 
purfued my Blow with great Vigour and Reiolution, 
yet I could not boaft much of my Succefs ; I was 
alone and unfupported in my Oppofition, and I found, 
without the Afftance of fome powerful Alliance, I 
fheuld never be able to execute the Project I had 
form’d, but be obliged to give over my Defign and 
make a difhonourable Retreat ; and like the Viper in 
the Fable, only break my own Tecth, with endea- 
vouring to gnaw afunder the File. 

_ But luckily (as I_then thought, for me) about 
this Time, fome Men of Note and Figure, began to 
fall off from their Attachment to the A—n ; they 
had, as I was inform'd, taken fome Difpleafure or 
Offence at fome Things, which, tho’ perhaps flight 
enough in themfelves, and eafy to be accommodated 
if well explain’d and rightly underftood , yet with 
Art and Management, and a proper Application to 
the Pafhons, might be improved into an irrecon- 
cileable Quarrel: I waited upon thefe Gentlemen, 
complain’d to them in very pathetick Terms, of the 
Ufage I had received ; touch’d gently upon what I 
imagined to be the Foundation of their own Grie- 
vance ; made them a tender of my Services, and told 
them my Pen was at their Devotion ; they received 
me with great Civility and Complaifance, but feem'd 
neither to accept my Offer, nor to rejeét ic intirely ; 
I took my leave of them, in as great a State of Un- 
certainty as I went to them, and withour being able 
to guefs what the Event of my Vifit would prove. 
owever, I was refolved to go on with my Defign, 
and F continued pelring a great Man every Week 
with all the Dirt and F ‘Ith that I could rake together ; 
bur I found it was only Labour in Vain, for not the 
leaft Speck reached him; he was at fo great a Di- 
ftance above me, that I only befpatrer’d myfelf with 
what I endeavoured to throw at him; my Writings 
made no Impreffions either upon him or any one clie, 
they were neither known nor read, but were abfo- 
jutely a Secret ro all the World, except my Book- 
feller and mytelf. : 

My ill Succefs made me out of al]. Patience; 

I was angry at the World, and far from being 


pleas’d with myfelf ; I complain’d of the Ingratitude 
of the Age, and the little Encouragement that Men 
of Merit met with in thefe degenerate Times; I 
grew f{plenatick and dejected, and was almott as dull 
and heavy as my Writings ; I refolved never to (ce 
Pen to Paper again, and thought of betaking myfeif 
to. fome other Imployment, and I had certainly 
done it, if I could poflibly have told what elie to 
turn my Hands to ; but it was my Misfortune to be 
bred to no manner of Bufine{s, and it was too late in 
Life, for me to think of beginning to learn'a new _ 
Trade then ; indeed I had once fome Defign of bay 
ing into the Army, butche Rumour of 4 War fon 
made me change that Refolution. 

Unper thefe Doubts and Embarraflments, and 
at a Lofsto know how to difpofe of myfeif, 
ince the writing Trade was likely to fail: As I was 
one Day pondering in my Mind the Vanity and un- 
certain State of all human Things, my Book(eller’s 
Apprentice brought me a Packet ; I was at firi! going 
to throw it afide without opening it, imagining it to 
be fome of the idle Trafh, with which we publick 
Writers are ufually pefter’d, by the numerotis Herd 
of unknown Correfpondents, who are fond of ex- 
pofing their Follies in Print; but cafting my Eyes 
cafually on the Seal, I perceived a Coat of Arms, 
which I thought I had fome Knowledge of ; this ex- 
cited my Curiofity to fee what was contain'd within 
the Packet ; I opened it, and found inclos’d, a Let- 
ter directed to Caleb D’ Anvers, Efq; upon reading it 
I foon difcoveted it was the Work of no ordinary 
Hand ; | immediately guefs'd from what Quarter it 
came ; the fad and gloomy Profpeét that [ had: re- 
prefented to myfelf” a little before, prefently difli- 
pated ; a Croud of gay and pleafing Ideas, fuc- 
ceeded in my Imagination ; I did not doubt of being 
able to overturn the Titatios 1, by the Affiftance of 
fiuch a potent and formidable Alliance ; | began al- 
—_ to Plan out the Scheme of anew A n; 
in which [I did not fail to beftow upon myfelf a Pott 
of great Power and Dignity in the Srate, foras I 
was the firft that broke the Way, I look'd upon 
myfelf in fome Meafure, to be at the Head of the 
Oppofition. 

But it was not long before I found myfelf in the 
Condition of a Prince that calls in foreign ‘Troops to 
his Aid; my new Allies foon made themfelves Mafters 
of my Country; I had only the Name, while they 
run away with all the Power, and the Glory: I could 
hardly obtain a Place in my own Paper above once a 
Year, and was no more known or talk’d of as a 
Writer, but confider’d only as a Runner to the Prefs, 
and one that ufher’d the more accurate Pieces of 
others into the World: I was to be punifhed for the 
Libel, while they had all the Repuration of the Wit 
and Satyr: | own my Pride was a little mortify'd, to 
fee myfelf decline daily in the Opinion of the World, 
while thofe who came in originally only as Coadjurors 
to me, built their Fame upon the Ruih of mine; but 
I was obliged to bear what I could not redrefs ; they 
were too Mighty for me to contend with ; and all the 
fine, imaginary Schemes of Grandeur and Power 
that I had form'd to myfelf, infenfibly vanith’d away : 
I no more flatter’d myfelf with rhe pleafing Delufion, 
of being one Day appointed Secretary of State, and 
exalted into a Minifter of the firft Order - I beeun to 
defpair even ot being made a Privy Coun elor; 
‘and my Ambition run to fo low an Ebb at laft, chat { 
thoughe of nothing more than of fecuring a foug 
Sine Cure, of a Hundred and Fifty Pounds a Year for 
my Life, in cafe my Friends fhould have faid my 
Mafters fhould get into Power. 

Bu even this Hope, this poor, this la Reforr, 
like all the reft, fail’d me: The Fort that we befieged 
was Impregnable ; our Leaders were repulfed in every 
Attack; it is true, they thew’d great Conduét and 
Intrepidity in the Courfe of the War, bur they had 
Generals of greater Knowledge and Experience than 
themfelves to deal with; at laft quite tired out with 
fo many Defeats and Difappointments, our Chiefs 
gave over - further Attempts againft the Enemy, 
and as isufually the Conféquence of baffled Projects, 
and repeated Lofles and Misfortunes, they begun to 
differ with one another; the Spirit of Difcord and 
—— broke loofe among them; there was no 
onger any Vigour in their Meafures, nor Harmon 
in their Councils; their Spirit and Refolurion had 
left them; tle Perfon who had the principal Direc 
tien.of their Affairs, finding all his 
froftrated, took a*fofmal Leave, and Da 
Reatons, and partly for the Dittruft she 
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-eived of him, went to {pend the Remainder of his 
Days in Retirement ; curfing, if not repenting of 
tote crooked Politicks, in which he had worn out 
this Life to fo little Purpofe, and with fuch ill Suc- 
cefs.
